NATIVE TROOPS. 


A correspondent of the Panjabi Akhbar of the 25th Janu- 
hk Mauka. Ce writing from Jodhpur, says that 
the Prime. Minister of Maharaja Partab Singh, the Prime 
Jodhpur. Minister of Jodhpur, has not been able 
to manage the affairs of the State satisfactorily. Not only 
the people but all the other officers of the State seem to be dis- 
pleased with him. Durga Parshad’s regiment, which consists 
wholly of Purbias, mutinied on the 7th January. The mu- 
tineers have taken up their position at Gardikote, and demand 
their pay which is in arrears for the last eleven years. 
The Prime Minister says that the arrears cannot be paid 
at present, as there is no money in the treasury, and asks 
them to surrender,their arms. The cause of the mutiny is 
his own folly. He has also alienated the hearts of the Tha- 
kurs ‘of Niwaj. Were it not for the temporary presence of 
the Maharaja of J aipur at Jodhpur, he would have ordered 
the mutineers to be immediately attacked and killed. pe

- of grain into Kashmir, but that the mere importation of grain 
will not ensure the prevention of loss of life from starvation, 
because, the distribution of grain being in the hands of Hin- 
du Pandits, the Musalman inhabitants of Kashmir can not 
easily procure grain. The Gazette then remarks: “ The more 
the Musalmans suffer the better.. The repeated misfortunes 
to which they are exposed may perhaps awake them from their 
present torpid state, and induce them to promote their. nation- 
al welfare. If they do.not rise in the scale of humanity, it 
is better that they should become extinct like some species of 


animals instead of continuing in their present degenerate 
condition.”’

boundary disputes with the neighbours, and so forth. When 
he was in such great distress he entered his house in search of 
money, but he could find nothing. He then applied to his 
countrymen at home for relief, but there was necessarily 
a great delay in the collection of subscriptions. He went 
into the garden to see if he could find anything there to 
gratify his hunger, but he found the garden absolutely ruined. 
A nightingale, which was in the garden at the time, rebuked 
him for his folly in neglecting his garden. He became a, 
prey to grief, and when he saw no means of escaping star- 
vation, he abandoned the garden and returned home. It is 
as much the duty of aking to take care of his kingdom as that 
of a gardener to take care of his garden, If his subjects are 
rich and contented, he is sure to receive aid from them in 
time of difficulty. The prosperity of the country is essential 
for the permanence of his rule. If he foolishly seeks to 
impoverish the country, he destroys the foundations of his rule. 
India is in a strange condition at present. Although she is 
generally considered one of the most fertile countries in the 
-world,.it is with great difficulty that the natives succeed in 
earning a bare livelihood. The average produce of grain has 
decreased owing to the deterioration of the soil, and a large 
quantity of grain is exported to Europe every year. The result 
isthat grain now sells at ten or fifteen seers the rupee, whereas 
formerly it sold at forty or fifty seers the rupee, and one part 
of the country or other is always afflicted with famine. The 
distress of the people is aggravated by the levy of taxes. The 
natives now chiefly depend upon employment i in the public 
service and trade for obtaining a livelihood. As regards the 
public service, if one appointment falls vacant, there are a

state of abject poverty in this way, the natives have résolved 
to provide for their wants, Accordingly a few cotton mille 
have been established by the inhabitants of Bombay. The 
cotton mill-owners of Manchester are very jealous of the 
Bombay wills. They at first demanded that the cotton import 
duties should be abolished, but as the abolition of these 
dnties would involve a great loss of public revenue, their 
request was not complied with. A second scheme has now 
been devised, which is calculated to accomplish their object, 
and will also entail no loss of revenue upon the. Government. 
That scheme is the Bombay Factory Bill. No good whatever 
will accrue from it. It will only have the effect of enriching 
England at. the expense of India. Are the factory operatives 
compelled to labor against their will? Are they not paid for 
their labor? Is more labor exacted from them than from 
ralway or military factory operatives? Every man should 
be free to work as much as he pleases without any interfer- 
ence on the part of Government. “The proposed factory law 
isa very ill advised measure, inasmuch as it is prejudicial 
to the interests of the people, and the poverty of the people 
is a gteat political danger, as has -been above pointed 
out. | ) |
